Summary of Helos from the Far Cast, 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
The dates extend to lst May. The outward mail of 8th March 
atrived on the 24th April. 


It has been announced that the fares by the railway betwoen 
Yokohama and Sinagawa are to be $1.50 for first class passengers, 
$1.00 for second, and 50 cents for third. It is evident that these 
prices are much too high ; but, in view of the great pressure which 
a lower rate would cause on the first opening of the line, we may 
fairly presume that the fares are only provisionally fixed, in order 
to diminish such pressure until the Government feels fully con- 
fident of its power to deal with the large traffic it expects. 


A trial trip took place on the railway, the train running between 
Yokohama and Sinagawa. The greatest speed attained was at the 
rate of thirty milesan hour. The result was, we hear from one of 
the passengers, very satisfactory, though the Japanese officials be- 
trayedalittleignorance, which, however, will disappear with practice 


It has been rumoured that the Government has given permission 
to the Yedo Shosha to negotiate forthe shipment of from 500,000. 
to 800,000 piculs of rice to China, and that arrangements have 
been made with a mercantile firm to transact this business on 
the footing of their accepting a share in the transaction. We have 
authority to contradict the latter part of this statement, the 
house in question merely acting as the agents of the Government 
in doing its business. At the same time, it appears to us that as 
the Government has abrogated the restrictions upon the export of 
rice, the trade should be thrown open to its own merchants and 
those of all foreign Powers. It is opposed to the spirit which 
should animate a Government to make private arrangements of 
this nature, even if it be not contrary to the obligations of the 
treaties, a question which the foreign representatives will do well 
to consider. In regard to the quantity which it is proposed to 
ship, we should regret giving currency to rumours calculated to 
produce unnecessary fluctuations in the southern markets, and 
may therefore remark that the estimate of the shipments about 
to be made is very hypothetical. 

The Japanese steamer Chili, which arrived at Nagasaki from 
Yokohama and Hiogo, brought back to this port forty-one native 
Christians. These people, who have come from Yedo, are & por- 
tion of those who were deported from Urakami. We hear that 
they, like those sent back a short time since, are to be allowed 
religious liberty. 

A few of the 20 cent pieces of new coinage have been sent to 
us for inspection, with a view of showing that besides a consider- 
able discrepancy between their respective weights, some of them 
are badly made. We shall admit at once that, as regards the 
coins sent to us, the complaints are well founded. There is a 
want of uniformity in the weights, while the milling in some 
cases is defective, either from its not being as regular as it should 
be, or from its exceeding the thickness of the coin itself, and thus 
leaving a bad impression both to the eye and the touch when the 
coin is carefully examined. 

Information arrived from Hakodate that the steamer Tokei 
Maru was wrecked between Capes Esan and Blunt, on the south- 
east extremity of the Island of Yezo, about 20 miles from Hako- 
date. The steamer was laden with rice and provisions for 600 
emigrants who were passengers by her.

SHANGHAI. 


Our advices extend§to the 5th May; the French mail from 
London March 15 arrived out April 29, and the following P. and 
O. mail of March 22 on the 3rd May. We take the following 
from-the North China Herald :— 


The report of the Municipal Council for the year just ending 
shows a rather striking difference between the estimated and the 
actual outlay, both in detail and in total. The Council have 
spent Tls. 239,076, against Ts. 211,836 passed at the last rate- 
payers’ meeting, and have diverged to the extent of Tis. 81,808 
from the detailed appropriations ; that is to say, the accounts 
show an increase beyond the estimate, under various heads, of 
Ts. 64,524, while Tls. 27,284 have been saved under others, leav- 
ing an actual excess of Tls 27,240. The chief item of increase, 
Tis. 14,142 for roads, is one that the community will not regret, 
if they are satisfied that it has been judiciously spent ; for the 
extension and completion of our street system isa spewing any: 
The next large item is more apparent than real. T's. 2,000 only 
were appropriated for the fire department, because that was the 
sum which the Municipality purposed to spend; it was 
known that the actual outlay would be greater, but it was antici- 
pated that the insurance offices, which derive so great benefit from 
the institution, would contribute the remainder. And these did 
contribute a certain sum,|which,subscriptions from the l'aoutai and 
from various Chinese guilds raised to Tis. 4,681, leaving an actual 
surplusin Municipal expenditure of only Tls. 1,000, attributable 
to the Hongkew bell tower and the introduction of extincteurs. 
There is an increase of Tls. 3,796 in salaries and allowances, of 
Tls. 3,100 in stationery, advertising, and printing, and of Tls. 3,691 
under the head of drainage. With regard to the estimates for 
1872-73 the total expenditure is estimated at Tls. 237,606, 
against Tls. 248,675 in 1871-72, and against an anticipated re- 
venue of Tls. 229,973, which is raised to Tls. 238,592 by the balance 
remaining in hand from the previous year. The Budget thus 
shows an estimated surplus of only Tls. 986, but as it includes an 
appropriation of Tls. 7,096 under the head of possible contingen- 
cies in Worxs, we may hope to find the new Council still with a 
good working balance, on the 31st March, 1873. 

The annual meeting of ratepayers has been fixed for the 6th 
May. Notices of several intended motions have been sent in to 
the Municipal Council, and some lively debates are anticipated. 
The motions suggest a change in the wording of Art. IX. of the 
Land regulations, to enable dues to be levied on merchandise at 
the rate of one-tenth of one per cent. on the average value, accord- 
ing to such tariff as may be decided upon at the annual meeting 
of ratepayers. Another invites approval of the tramway scheme ; 
another proposes to deal effectually with the Soochow Creek 
Endee question, by instructing the Council to raise Tls. 15,000 
by debentures, to build a new bridge; or, in case they 
are legally prohibited from doing this, to establish free ferries. 
Avother probable subject of discussion is the erection of water 
works for the Settlement: Mr. Oliver, the Municipal Engineer, 
has taken occasion during his recent furlough to visit many of 
the more important water works in America and England, and 
has now laid an able report before the Council. Basing his cal- 


culation on a consumption of 1,000,000 gallons a day, he pro- | 


poses three schemes; one to bring water from Feng-wan san, 
which would cost Tls. 514,814; one to bring it from near the 
Loonghwa Pagoda, which would cost Tls. 397,529. and one to take 
it from the Yangtzepoo, which would cost Tls. 299,386. The 
committee consider Mr. Oliver over-estimates the probable con- 
sumption, and fix on 500,000 as a more likely quantity. This would 
permit a decrease of onc-third in the cost of all the works; but 
will it not be wise to leave a margin for increase, in dealing with 
such a place as Shanghai? Taking the Yangtzepoo scheme, on 
the reduced scale, they estimate an outlay of Tis. 208,000, a 
yearly cost of Tis. 35 800, and a revenue of T'ls. 60,000. 

The spring race meeting has been the great feature of the week, 
and, as one-half of the community habitually goes up country 
on the occasion, while the other half is intent on sport, wo have 
not much other news to record. The meeting opened after a 
week of very uncertain weather, which had not been so favour- 
able either for training as it might have been; but the racing 
was perhaps all the more interesting on that account, and the 
meeting generally a very successful one. 

The s.s, Ulysses, which arrived on the 28th April, when about 
130 miles out from Hong Kong, met with an accident to her rud- 
der, but maintained her course by means of a temporary one. To 
steady her in the narrow limits of the river channel, however, she 
had to employ tugs, and was got up to her moorings without 
difficulty. It is creditable that she was brought here in safety 
with the rude but useful contrivance which replaced her lost 
rudder. This was a main boom, with a small anchor fixed to one 
end, forming a frame on which to lash a hatch cover, the whole 
making a huge yuloh, by which the steamer was steered. The 
Ulysses had her rudder and rudder-post knocked away by comin 
in contact with some part of the wreck of a steamer lost of 
Breaker Point a few years ago. 

Some animated correspondence has passed in the daily papers 
with regard to the collision between the steamers dva and Rona. 
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An impression was conveyed by the statement of a person saved 
from the latter ship that the captain of the dva had neglected 
any effort to save life from the sinking steamer. Captain Rous- 
seay, however, replies that he had to attend to his own ship, 
which was so seriously damaged that he apprehended he might 
have to beach her, and that the Rona’s people should have tried to 
save their comrades in the boats ia which they escaped, whereas 
they sent these adrift. 

The election of municipal councillors at Tientsin took place on 
the 24th April. The rules say not more than five nor less than 
three councillors shall be elected. Hitherto the land renters have 
been content with three, but this year four have been elected, it 
having been found from various causes, such as absence, sickness, 
pressure of business, dc., that three was an insufficient number to 
carry out with zeal and activity the wants of the community. 
The following are the council for 1872-73 :—Messrs. J. A. T’. 
Meadows, M. G. Moore, J. A.. Cordes, H. Beveridge, and P. 
Kierulff. 

A rifle match at Hankow, between six residents and six mem- 
bers of H.M.S. Rungdove, was won by the latter. 

Puck, the Charivari of the Far East, has again budded under 
new management. The May number is now before us, and con- 
tains some capital hits. 








HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 11th May. The outward (French) mail of 
29th March arrived on the 9th May. The following items are 
from the China Mail :— 


The Messageries mail steamer Ava was arrested by the sheriff 
on the 4th, but released next day, when she left with the mails ; 
a protest has been made by the agent. The Ava-Rona collision 
case will be heard on Wednesday, the 15thinst. (The result we 
gave in our last.) Much interest is excited by a libel case between 
two prominent opium merchants. At arecent meeting of brokers 
it was unanimously agreed to adhere to the old rates of commis- 
sion and brokerage in place of those fixed by the Chamber of 
Commerce. M. Geoffroy, French Minister to Peking, arrived here 
on the 9th instant. Complaints are made that coolie ships 
leave Macao without doctors on board. The rainy season has 
fairly set in. Arrangements are being carried out to ensure 
that China shall be adequately represented at the Vienna Exhibi- 
tion of 1873. An Indian Baboo is on avisit to this colony. Are- 
ward is offered by Government for information leading tothe appre- 
hension of the persons who‘cut the submarine cable. The captain 
of the Hailvon7, recently stranded, has been acquitted of blame. 
The steamer Douglas was totally Jost on the 29th ult. on the 
Dioyu reef; all hands, cargo, and treasure saved. 

any misgivings have been soecing in the public mind in 
regard to the opening of Hainan. The much-to-be-deplored 
death of Mr. C. D. Williams appears to have induced a general 
belief that, as the port was opened only at his earnest solicitation, 
so now no further demand will be made, and no further steps 
taken, until some other enterprising person expresses his willing- 
ness and desire to reside at Kiung Chow, under treaty stipula- 
tions. These misgivings we are in a position to dispel. We hear 
that Mr. Herbert Allen, at present Interpreter to H.M. Consulate 
at Foochow, is appointed l’ritish Vice-Consul at Hainan, and 
that he is now on his way to take up the duties of his post. The 
arrival of Mr. Hart to make the necessary arrangements on 
behalf of the Chinese Government is daily expected here, and 
we may hope this summer to see a regular line of steamers run- 
ning between the colony and this interesting and, as yet, almost 
unexplored island.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The dates extend to Sunday, the 19th May. The outward (P 
and O.) mail of 19th April arrived on the 19th May. The fol- 
lowing summary is from the Straits Times :— 


His Excellency has appointed two members of Council to fill 
the places of Messrs. W. R. Scott and W. Adamson, who have re- 
signed. One is Dr. Little, who has held the same position before, 
and the other is Mr. Thomas Shelford, of the firm of Messrs. Pa- 
terson, Simons and Co. These appointments, we suppose, may be 
taken as an indication that the opening of the session is not far 
distant, though the date has not yet been announced. One mesa- 
sure that is to be brought forward early in the session is a Bill 
for regulating the local steam traffic by compelling the steamer 

tohave certificated engineers and the masters to hold at least mate’s 
certificates. Some such measure as this is needed, owing to the great 
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increase in the passenger traffic and the increased size and number 
of steamers employed in it. The lighthouse on the North Sands, 
in Malacca Straits, is at last in a fair way of erection. Part of 
the iron work arrived here from England some time ago by the 
steamer Yangtsze, and the engineer and men to superintend its 
erection took passage for this from Rangoon by the last Burmah 
steamer, but we regret to have to add that the engineer, Mr. 
Young, died on the passage, after leaving Moulmein. This has 
caused an unavoidable delay, as the work must await the arrival 
of another engineer from England before it can be proceeded with. 
It is gratifying to know, however, that this much needed aid to 
the navigation of Malacca Straits is soon to be taken in hand, and 
we trust that before the end of the present year it will be com- 
leted. 
® The great want of a small coin currency, that has been so 
seriously felt here for years past, is at last being supplied. The 
steamer Enterprise brought out from London the first instalment 
of the new currency, $31,000 worth of 20 cent, 10c. and 5c. 
pieces, coined at the Royal Mint, which are now being issued 
from the Treasury at par. A further supply is expected when 
these shall have been exhausted, and a large quantity of copper 
coin is also on the way from England,—so that there is reason 
to hope the supply will be ample for all requirements. It is im- 
possible as yet to form any opinion as to the reception these coins 
will meet with from the Chinese and native community, as but ' 
few of them have been put in actual circulation. We fear some 
difficulty will be experienced from the fact that the values of the 
coins are marked only in English figures, which are not under- 
stood by the great bulk of those with whom they must necessarily 
ass ; had they been marked in the Chinese and Malay characters, 
it is evident that they would be more readily accepted. 

The Salangore disturbances are, it seems, cropping up again, 
Rajah Mahdie and his adherents having succeeded in enlisting a 
number of men, and obtaining supplies from various quarters, 
and is at present in Johore, whence he readily manages to carry | 
on recruiting in Singapore and its neighbourhood. The colonial 
steamer Pluto has made several trips lately to Salangore and 
other native States, though the result of her cruise has not as 
yet been made public. It is to be hoped, however, that we shall 
soon hear the last of this petty war in Salangore. 

We believe the new arrangement made by the War-office places 
the Straits garrison under the command of the general in China 
instead of at Ceylon as formerly, and by the present mail steamer 
Major-General Whitfield came down from Hong’Kong to make 
an inspection of the troops, the forts, the barracks, &c, in the 
colony. After a short stay in Singapore the General will visit 
Malacca and Penang. One result of his visit will probably be that 
the detachment of troops at Penang will be provided with barrack 
accommodation, which they sadly need. It would perhaps be well 
were one result of the General’s visit to be’an improvement in 
the principle of constructing the barracks at Hong Kong and in 
Southern China. 

We have reason to believe that there has been some skirmish- 
ing at Deli, between two of the Sumatran chiefs. The Dutch man- 
of-war Banka, which left Penang, and another steamer was on her 
way with some 200 soldiers, and the traders here are satisfied that 
the Dutch will soon que the disturbance. Perhaps it is nothing 
new to say that the Dutch do not whine over such cases, but put 


down things with a strong hand.

Woollens: Market showed nochange. Scarlet Long Ells C.P.H. sold 
at Tls.6.40; Camlets, assorted, at Tls. 15 to 154; Figared Orleans, at 
Tls. 8.90 to 4.5; Spanish Stripes at 60c. to 684c. per yard—the higher 
figure being for extra fine cloth. 

Hone Kone.—The market had been somewhat more active, but 
continued without strength or buoyancy. Dealers showed a disposition 
to make purchases of Plain Cottons, but offered prices below the 
demands of holders. Quotations were unaltered. The arrivals during 
the fortnight had added to the stocks, und the discouraging advices 
from the outports generally had led toa very restricted business. It is 
difficult to say when a change for the better is likely to occur, but the 
general opinion is that it will not be for some little time, as the Rice 
crop in the country is at present in a very uncertain position, and until 
the result is known, dealers will not care to increase their stocks to 
any extent.

SHANGHAI.—The only trunsaction during the fortnight had been 
the settlement of 355 half. chests Shanghai packed Green Tea at Tls. 253 
proportion, leaving in stock 345 half-chests of similar class. Various 
reports were being circulated regarding the coming season. From some 
we are led to expect a very early crop, but the present has been a back- 
ward season for all produce, and it seemed probable that the bulk of 
first arrivals will not reach Hankow earlier than last scason. From 
the Oopack districts we learn that purchases of leaf had been made in 
Soon-Yony at an estimated cost laid down in Hankow the same as last 
year, and it was thought that buying would be commenced in Young- 
Low-Toon and Chon-Sow-Kai on about the same basis. Advices from 
Ningchow report purchases at the equivalent of Tls. 40 to 42 laid 
down in Hankow, to which port the fir-t and finest parcels of this class 
will probably be sent for sale, but we do not think buying would be 
general at such high rates. The best chops last year are said to have 
cost the teamen Tis. 35 to 36. From Hohow we have po news nor 
have we yet heard anything from the Shontam districts. It ie said that 
the carlicst pickings of young leaf had been made during rain, and that 
the sun drying process could not therefore be properly carried out ; later, 
fine weather had prevailed, and prospects seein tu be favourable for a 
first crop yield of good quality. Regarding Green Tea we have very 
little information. We are told that a large business will be done in 
both the Teenkai and Pingsuey districts, and probably at high prices, as 
much compctition is expected. Teas from the latter country will, it is 
said, cust, laid down in Shanghai, Tls. 3 morc than last season. Steamers 
are beginning to assemble here, preparatory to going up the river to 
Hankow, but there scems little anxiety to secure freight in advance. 

FoocHow.—There are no late advices, owing to the loss of the 
coasting steaincr Douglas. 

Amoy.—lInfurmation had boen received of the gathering of the new 
leaf and the commencement of purchases in the country at prices two 
taels over those of last year. Latest dates from Formosa reported the 
arrival of small parcels of the new crop at Tamsui, but no settlements 
had taken place. Opening prices for these Teas were expected to be 
high. 

Canton There had been a general buying of new season’s Scented 
Teas, and a very large business had transpired. Canton District Con- 
gous: A few sinall parcels of light flavoury character had been taken 
at Ts, 24 to 29 per picul, but there was little demand for these, in view 
of the large quantity shipped from Macao. Scented Teas: The first 
purchases were made for immediate shipment per Hector and mail 
steamer, and teamen were enabled to command very full rates for the 
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f ew lots available, but this demand being satisficd, holders had to 
moderate their ideas, but the bulk of the settlements had shown quite as 
good 'value as the early purchases of last season, The quality was 
thought to be preferable to last year’s yield, as the Tea was of mach 
more sizhtly appearance, and in cup quite equal to the former crop. 
Scented Capers: The first settlements were reported about the Ist of 
May, and since then purchases had amounted to 20,000 boxes. A large 
proportion of the musters shown had been much mixed with old and 
inferior leaf, and desirable parcels were more difficult to mect with than 
usual, and, judzing from the musters already put forward, this crop 
was inferior to last season's. Of the finer grados there was a marked 
deficiency, The settlemen!s had been mostly in the metium kinds at 
Tis. 24 to 28 per picul, und, considering the quality, prices were TI. 1 
to 1% per picul higher than the carly purchases last yoar. Cunton 
Greens: There had been no market settlements, but some contracts had 
been arranged, the terms of which had not been made pulic, and were 
supposed to be for the American market. The stearner Sunda was on 
the berth for London, but rate not yet fixed. The Hector took 5,700 
boxes new season’s, and the present mail steamer would take a further 
quantity. Settlements were as follows:—Country Congous, none ; 
Canton District Congous, 2,500 half-chests, at Tls. 25 to 29; Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 15,000 boxes, at Tis. 25 to 35; Scented Capers, 20,000 
boxes, at Tla. 24 to 34. 

SILK. 


YoxoHamA4.—The market had been quiet, and prices for Hanks anJ Ha- 
matskis had receded about $10 per picul. The principal business had been 
done in Hank sorts, and asmallamount in Taysaam and Oshu descriptions. 
The settlements amounted to about 600 bales. Stocks consisted of about 
550 bales. The total exports to date for this season from Ist July had 
been 13,478 bales, against 5,741 for season 1870-71. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. C. J. Skegzs and Co.’s Circular says :—Business 
in Silk during the past three weeks has been of little importance, settle- 
ments for that period only amounting to about 400 bales, consisting 
chiefly of yellow Silks and a few Re-reels. The total settlements now 
reach about 49,800 bales to all parts. Advices from up country give 
very favourable prospects for the new crop, the quantity of worms 
hatched being variously reported from 20 to 30 per cent. in excess of 
last year, and now well in the third stage; the leaf is also plentiful at 
moderate price, and although it is still too early to form any reliable 
opinion, many of the dealers predict an available yield of 60,000 to 
65,000 bales. 

CaNToN.— Sample skeins of new crop were expected to be shown in 
a few days, and the product of the first crop would begin to arrive in 
bulk about a week from date. A few bales might be received in time to 
go by the French mail steamer leaving on the 18th May, but no large 
quantity would be ready for shipment before the noxt English mail of 
May 25. It was expected that the first crop of this scason would be 
20 per cent. larger than that of last year, but while the quality was re- 
ported good, the colour was said to be bad. No contracts for new Silk 
were reported, and consequently no idea could be formed of the probable 
opening rates, but it was expected that there will be much competition 
among foreign buyers. In Re-reels, contracts were reported at the fol- 
lowing rates :—Kowkong No. 1, $590 per Ib.; Mahang No. 1, $490; 
Seulam No. 1 $430; Hang Tang No. 1, $440; Punjum No. 1, $90; 
Waste Silk, No. 1, $85 ; No. 2, $70; Pierced Cocoons, $85.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


COMMISSION OF THE “THALIA” FOR CHINA. 

(June 17th.) Mr. A. Guest (C) asked the First Lord of the Admiralty 
whether his attention had been drawn to the statement in the public 
journals that the Thalia storeship had been s:lected to convey a largo 
number of supernumeraries to China, although her scuttles do not nd- 
mit of being opened when at sea, and that the War Department on a 
recent occasion refused to recognise her as a vessel fit fur the transport 
of troopz, and if there was any foundation for the statement. 

Mr. GoscaeEy said, in the first place, the Thalia was not a storeship, 
but a corvette of six guns, specially constructed to carry # certain 
number of supernumeraries, she having been designed, like her sister 
ship the Juno, to take the place of some of the old paddle steamers. 
The Thalia was a perfectly new ship, and had as yet scarcely done any 
service. She had not been selected to carrya number of supernume- 
raries, but to replare her sister ship, the Juno ; and there had been no 
correspondence with the War-office on the subject of conveying super- 
numeraries. The lower deck of the Thalia was constructed precisely 
on the same principles ag that of an ordinary frigate; her «ec ittles 
could be opened in the same weather, and the persona below would 
have the same amount of comfort or discomfort a3 the crew of an or- 


dinary frigate. 
THE PANTHAY EMBASSY. 

(17th. ) In reply to Sir 8. Nosrucore (C.), who asked whether any 
communication had been received from the Goverament of India re- 
specting a reported mission from Talifoo, Mr. Grayt Durer (Under 
Secretary for India) said: In reply to my right hon. friend, [ have to 
say that we did receive such a communication, and that the arrange- 
mente proper under the circumstances have been inade. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Mr. B. Coonrang asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs whether his attention had been called to the proposed increase 
of the dues levied by the Saez Canal Company, contrary to the spirit 
of the concession under which that company was established, and to 
the interest of British shipowners; if he was aware that the Freoch 
Government claimed jurisdiction in all questions which might arise 
between those who used the canal and the Suez Cumpiny ; and whe- 
ther this claim was not entirely in opposition to the exis'ing cipituls- 
tions. The hon. member expla‘n-d that when the canal was first 
opened the charge was £5 a ton for pavsing through. Tne tonnage 
was charged on the net tonnage, but a notice had been iszued tht it 
would in future be charged on the groas tonnage; and if it haa been 
so charged last month, it would amonat to £1,335,000, making a differ- 
ence of £900,000, the principal portion of which would fall upon Bri- 
tish commerce, because out of 101 vessels which passed throuzh tho 
canal last month, ninety-seven bore the British flag. He also pointed 
out that the French Government insisted upon all cases of dispute 
in which the rights of Frenchmen were concerned being tried iu the 
French courts. 

Lord EnFretp gaid that the attention of Her Majesty's Government 
had been called to the increased charges, and from information re- 
ceived from Constantinople be could inform the House that the Porte 
were demanding explanations from the Kh2dive of Egypt on the sub- 
ject. Her Majeaty’s Government were not aware that the French Go- 
vernment claimed any jurisdiction in the matter, but after what had 
been stated they would cause further inquiries to be made. 


AMERICAN SILK INDUSTRY. 

The New York Shipping List states that the California Silk Manu- 
facturing Company, cstablished in Sin Francisco city barely a year 
ago, has achieved so unequivocal a success that it is to be at once aup- 
plemented by another—the Union Pacific Silk Manufacturing Com- 
pany, with a capital limited to $100,000. The firat-named enterprise 
gives employment to forty operatives, and is cipable of turning ant 
$250,000 worth of goods per annum. The products are machine 
sewing silks, twist, tram, organzine, and fringes of excellent quility, 
for which a ready sale is found. The latest factory is to be devoted to 
the manufacture of ribbons, though, if deemed expedicat, the produc- 
tion of dress silks may eventually be undertaken. The success of 
theze pioneer factories cannot fail to have a wholesome eft:ct on the 
silk-growing interest of California, in addition to their value in en- 
larging the scope of her manufactures. They will for the present, it 
is said, rely npon Japan and China for the raw material, until such 
time as the native article can be produced in ample quantity. The 
raw silk of Japan and China is obtainable free of duty, a privilege 
which, in considcration of the extreme tax of 69 per cent. on foreizn 
manufactured silk, will afford the new factories very decided advan- 
tages for prosecuting the business. Indeed, the day may not be very 
remote when California will have the ability to fairly compcts wi 
Lyons, St. Erienne, and Basle in supplying tie rest of the world with 
-these high-cost fabrics. 

The culture of raw silk in the United States, which some years ago 
promised well, seema to have been almost abandoned outside of Cali- 
fornia, the entire product in 1870, according to the census, having 
been but 3,937 Ibs., against 11,944 Ibs. in 1860. And of the produc- 
tion in 1870 California is credited with no less than 3,587 lbs. The 
decline has resulted from the general abandonment of the business in 
the States east of the Mississippi. Thus in 1860 Obio reported 
7,894 Ibs. of raw silk, and in 1870 none at all ; in 186U Illinois reported 
1,545 lbs., and in 1870 none; in 1860 Pennsylvania reported 163 Ibs., 
and in 1870 only 1 Ib. ; in 1860. New York reported 259 lbs, and in 
1870 none; in 1860 Virginia reported 225 lbs., against only 7 Ibs. in 
1870. The industry still has a foothold in some of the Southern 
States, Tennessee being credited with 153 Ibs. in 1870; North Caro- 
lina, 95 Ibs.; Kentucky, 45 lbs.; Mississippi, 31 lbs.; and Georgia, 
Miasouri, and Louisiana each a few pounds. California alone has en- 
tered into the business energetically under the anepices of Chineze and 
Japanese immigrants who understand the culture, 
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AMERICAN SPECULATION IN TEA AND COFFEE. 

The American Grocer states that since the Bill passed removing 
duties on coffees, a speculative clique of New York importers have 
advanced prices about 15 per cent., notwithstanding that the prices 
@ the staple were 50 per cent. above the average at this season, aad 
this with unusually large stocks at a season of the year when the de- 
mand is lightest. 
circumstances. This is naturally surprising—continues the Grocer— 
to conservative merchants, and indicates that influences are at work 
which have no right to enter so largely into legitimate businces, and 
which will produce results disastrous to the general good. It is not 
to be wondered at that we have strikes along the entire line of labour 
if capitalists aggressively put the price of articles of necessity so high 
as to be beyond the reach of the labourer. The combination of capital 
which expends its force on the tea and coffee market has bad things 
pretty much its own way. Itcontrols legislation in relation to these 
articles, and under pretence of benefiting the consumer, causes duties 
to be removed and gobbles what would otherwise help to support the 
Government. Not getting the Bill to their liking at firat, they per- 
fect it so as to exclude competition from Europe ; their influence even 
extends to foreign countries where goods, which according to the law 
of supply and demand would otherwise come to our market, are pur- 
chased and held there until their gains can be realised on stock now 
here and the last cent fetched from the pockets of the consumers. We 
are glad to see that the Senate does not cunfirm the amendment to the 
free tea and coffee Bills imposing 10 per cent. ad valorem duty on tea 
and coffee imported via England to take effect at once, but allows teas 
and coffees to be imported from Europe free of duty until October. 
This will be a temporary relief, perhaps, and disarrange the plans of 
the specnlatora to acertain extent; but why impose this discrimi- 
nating duty at all? This patching and cobbling in the interest of 
cliques ia the strongest possible argument for the advocates of free 
rade doctrines. 





A naval court-martial was held on board Her Majesty's ship Royal 
Adelaide, at Devonport, on the 17th inst., for the trialof Mr. Arthur 
Gore St. George Ponsonby, Supernumerary Navigating Lieutenant of 
the Ocean, on a charge of being drunk on the morning of the 17th of 
January last. Captain Wilscn, of the Impregnable, was President of the 
Court, and Captain Hewett, V.C., of the Ocean, prosecuted. The evi- 
dence for the prosecution was to the effect that on the 16th of January 
last, while the Ocean was lying at Galle, permission was given to the 
prisoner to go on shore to a ball given to the officers of the ship. The 
next morning, about a quarter to six, he came off totheship inanative 
boat, and was observed to be asleep. A man was sent into the boat to 
wake him up and assist him over the ship’s side, and afterwards he was 
taken down the main hatchway. Lieut. Joshua Cole saw the prisoner 
Jed through the ward-room by Mr. Lancelot, navigating midship- 
man, and considered him helplessly drunk. While the prisoner 
was in his cabin the witness heard questions asked him, but 
heard no replies. One of the witnesses, in answer to the prisoner, 
said the ship was rolling slightly when he came on board, and that it 
waa awkward getting out of the boat. The prisoner’s defence was that 
he was fatigued when he went off in the boat, having been playing 
croquet in the burning sun on the previous afternoon, and, having 
been in a close room, dancing for many hours, he fell asleep. He waa 
not drunk when he went on board. He called his servant, who proved 
that he perceived no smell of drink on going into his master’s cabin 
the morning he came on board. Captain Hamilton, of the Achilles, 
and Captain Hewett, both gave the prisoner a very good character. 
The Court, after a lengthy deliberation, found the prisoner ‘“ Quilty,” 
and it having been officially known to them that he had been pre- 
viously guilty of a similar offence on board the Adventure at Hong 
Kong in 1871, and taking into consideration that he had been warned 
and was on probation in consequence of such former offence when on 
oleh home in the Ocean, they adjudged him to be dismiesed the 
service. 

Cotonet W. H.Syxes, M.P. for the City of Aberdeen, died ‘on the 17th 
inst., at the age of eighty-two. The deceased joined the Bombay army 
as far back as 1804, and served with Lord Lake before Bhurtpoor. After 
gaining distinction in India, he quitted that country in 1831, and two 
years subsequently received the rank of Colonel. He was twice elected 
a director of the East India Company, of which corporation he was ap- 
sata deputy-chairman in 1855, and chairman in the following year. 

olonel Sykes unsuccessfully contested Aberdeen in 1847, but was re- 
turned in 1857, and has since continued to represent that constituency. 
His name will be familiar to our readera from his speeches in favour of 
the Tai-pings, and his persistent introduction—not always with happy 
results—of Indian and Far E:stern affairs into Parliament. 

THE steamer Fitzpatrick, which ia now loading at Glasgow for Sin- 
gapore. will, on arrival out, be employed in the local Straits trade. She 
was built in 1869 by the firm of Blackwood and Gordon, is 225 feet 
long by 29 feet beam, and 17 feet deep. 








THE EUPHRATES VALLEY ROUTE TO INDIA. 

The reports of Her Maszsty’s Consuls, in reply to a cir- 
cular from the Foreign-office requesting information con- 
cerning communication with India through Turkey, which 
have just been presented to Parliament, are singularly 
‘ unanimous in recommending that great enterprise on the 
score of safety, practicability, and general advantages, in- 
cluding, of course, great saving of time. The questions of 
the cost of the construction of the line, which is estimated 
at from eight to ten millions sterling, and which Government 
should be responsible for the necessary guarantee, are no 
less important than the explanation of the undoubted bene- 
fits that would accrue from the new route; and it will 
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perhaps be convenient if we commence by extracting some 
passages from the despatch from Sir H. Eturor to Earl 
GRANVILLE on these subjects, before we give a brief résumé 
of the reports of the British Consuls in various parts of the 
Turkish Empire. 


Sir H. Elliot expresses his entire concurrence with the princi- 
ples of the report of Mr. J. L, Haddan, the eminent civil engi- 
neer, and Director of Public Works at Aleppo. To this report we 
shall again have to refer ; at present we take only that part of it 
which relates to the guarantee question. Mr. Haddan is clearly 
of opinion that Turkey cannot afford, and, indeed, ought not to 
ve called upon to furnish this guarantee. His argument is this: 
—“It has been set forth that England, by endorsing Turkey’s 
guarantee, enables Turkey to construct her railways at a lower 
rate. This is perfectly true, provided that the live in question 
was selected by Turkish interests and not by English, or provided 
this rule were applied to the whole system of Turkish railways. 
No one can deny that the Euprates Valley Railway, from the 
Mediterranean to the Persian Gulf, is essentially a British under- 
-taking. In all the evidence given before the Committee of the 
House of Commons no one has ventured to assert that it will be 
beneficial to the Turks, beyond giving utterance to common-place 
observations as to civilisatizn, England is to risk nothing; to 
gain free transmission of the mails, passage to her armies at a low 
rate, and to have the capital (which will be essentially British) 
fully guaranteed. Turkey is to risk everything; the Customs 
duties of Alexandretta and Basra, the transit duty of one per cent., 
and to guarantee four per cent. on the capital. 1t is useless to 
conceal the fact that Turkey will have to pay the guarantee for 
many years to come.” Turkey cannot afford to make such sacri- 
fices even for the sake of Kngland’s friendship. ‘‘ Were, how- 
ever,” proceeds Mr. Haddan, “the line to be undertaken on the 
same terms from Constantinople to Basra, instead of merely the 
British part from Alexandretta to Basra, both nations would be 
gainers. That the Turks know their own interests is certain, and 
judging from conversations held with influential persons, both in 
Constantinople and elsewhere, as also from the well-known wishes 
of the Sultan, and the rapid progress made on the Ismid line, I 
am morally certain that, by some means or other, the concession 
will never be granted, provided Asia Minor be not included in the 
scheme, a demand which, in common fairness, should be antici- 
pated.” 


Mr. Vice-Consul Barker, who has resided for thirty-six years in 
various parts of the Ottoman Empire, says, “ Kngland ought to 
rejoice that there is a route open to her through Mesopotamia, 
1,280 miles shorter than the Red Sea or any otherroute. The stories 
put forward of the obstacle in the way of the Euphrates line, on 
account of barbarous Arab tribes, are not worth the least con- 
sideration. The Arabs are more intelligent and better informed 
morally than the same class in any part of Europe. They are 
open to certain conventional notions of honour, never break their 
troth, can be trusted implicitly when once it is given, and their 
chiefs have complete control over the tribes.’ Though a rail- 
way through Mesopotamia as a route to India might not at first 
be productive of the greatest amount of income, the cultivation 
of grain, which can be grown so cheaply that no country at the 
same distance from England could compete with it at all, would 
increase a hundred and a thousand fold, and ‘populous villages 
would spring up all along the line, as there is abundance of sweet 
water everywhere. 200,000 tons of merchandise still pass annually 
through Aleppo by camels and mules. This has been the real 
highway between the Kast and the West since the time of Alex- 
ander the Great. Calculating only 150,000 tona of goods con- 
veyed by railway between Aleppo and the Sea, there would be a 
revenue of £225,000, by charging £1 10s. per ton instead of £3 
and £4 now paid for camel and mule carriage. Deducting half 
for expenses, there would remain 8 per cent. on the capital of the 
first section between Seleucia and Aleppo, independent of passen- 
ger fares. There are not any natural obstacles at Seleucia, and 
the two “difficulties "—the want of a port, and the number of 
bridges required—can be got over with ease. 


Mr. Consul Eldridge, of Beyrout, draws attention to the fact 
that the proposed line, passing through the heart of Arabia, 
would act as a trunk line to open up the country, and it would 
be easy to connect it with light narrow-guage lines with other 

laces as necessity might arise. The advantages to the Ottoman 
vernment would be very great ; but, as the primary object 
is communication with India, Mr. Eldridge does not think it 
would be just to call upon the Ottoman Government to offer a 
guarantee greater in amount than as an equivalent to the advan- 
tages it would gain by the opening up of the country. 


Mr. Vice-Consul Guarracino, of Constantinople, considers the 
Euphrates route as more practical and easy, and likely to yield 
satisfactory returns sooner than the Tigris route. 


Mr. Consul-General Herbert, at Bagdad, believes the proposed 
line would be well worth not only the guarantee that may be 
sought, but the entire cost of the construction of the railway, 
whatever that may be. Had the Euphrates line been in 
existence at the time of the mutiny, England would have 
possessed the means of sending troopsand military stores to Delhi 
in the space of a fortnight, and the insurrection might have been 
quickly suppressed. Colonel Herbert prefers the Euphrates to the 
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Tigris route, and recommends the line surveyed some years ago by 
Mr. George Latham, C.E, who is now in Calcutta designing docks 
for the Flooghly. This line would pass from Alexandretta by 
Alepp, Bira (Birejik), Orfa, Nisibin, Mosul, Kerkuk, Bagdad, 
Kutul-Amar, and Kurna, to Basra. The Ottoman Government 
has from the first encouraged this line, and promised a conven- 
tion, a guarantee, and every support. At the same time I’ersia 
would be brought nearer to Europe. As regards the port in the 
Persian Gulf, «hich should be made the terminus of the line, 
Colonel Herbert agrees with those who recommend the adoption 
of Kurayn (spelled variously Kuwayt, Koweit, Grane, &c.). 


Mr. Consul Holmes. at Bosna Serai, and formerly Consul at 
Diyarbekir, thinks that if the line were carried to Birejik, 
where it would cross the Euphrates, it would be more likely 
to pay its working expenses, independently of Indiantraffic, than 
by the valley of the Euphrates, as the former line would pass 
through districts inhabited by a comparatively orderly and indus- 
trious population, furnishing wool, madder roots, gall nuts, and 
cereals in large quantities, in which there is an existing trade 
capable of large extension. To the Tigris route, though somewhat 
longer than the Euphrates, Mr. Holmes gives preference, as pos- 
sessing more promise of pecuniary advantages ; but he is unable 
to epee any statistics as to the actual amount of promise to be 
relied on. 


Mr. Consul Palgrave prefers Colonel Herbert's line to any other 
scheme, for reasons which we have already extracted from other 
reports. As regards the only real difficulty—the guarantee —Mr. 
Palgrave thinks that it should be furnished by the British Govern- 


ment or the Government of India. , 


Mr. Vice-Consul Rassam, at Mosul, objects to the Euphrates 
Valley line on account of the undulating nature of the country, 
its liability to floods, and the sparseness of its population, and 
recommends a route through Mesopotamia to Bagdad, crossing 
the Euphrates below Balis, and so on to Nisibin and Mosul, where 
it crosses the Tigris, from whence nearly all the land it would pass 
through is comparatively level. ‘The soil is very rich, but much 
of the land is waste, which would be put into cultivation if the 
railway passed through it. The country contains numerous vil- 
lages, whose inhabitants are very industrious ; there is no lack of 
labourers; there is, moreover, a rich mine of iron in Berwari, 
seventy miles from Mosul, and a very extensive forest near the 
mines. 


Mr. Consul Rogers, at Cairo, recommends that a new harbour 
should be made near Tripoli, and that the railway, instead of 
stopping at the mouth of the Persian Gulf, should be continued 
on chanel Persia and Beloochistau to Kurrachee, and join the 
Indian railways. Mr. Rogers thinks the difficulties not so great 
as those which have been overcome in other countries, and likely 
to be very profitable to shareholders, if properly guaranteed and 
protected by the Turkish Government. 


Mr. Consul Sandwith, at Canea, Crete, and formerly Vice- 
Consul at Hayfa, supports the proposal to make that town the 
Mediterranean terminus of the proposed line. The line would 
run to the north of Mount Carmel, across the Jordan, and through 
the great corn-growing districts of Hawran, crossing the Syrian 
Desert on its road to Bagdad. The direct route would be th: 
straightest line from the Mediterranean sea-board to Bagdad. 


Mr. Vice-Consul Sankey, at Kustendji, describes the gulf ol 
Alexandretta as a safe natural harbour for vessels of large burden 
in all weathers, and the only place on the coast where no other 
harbour-works but a landing-pier would have to be made. The 
construction of a harbour and breakwater at Seleucia would be 
very costly, and the approach in bad weather dangerous. The 
Syrian Arabs and Bedouins are, however, a source of danger in 

e’Anaza and Shamar country, and the line would require to 
be protected. The telegraph wire would be useful as heel-ropes 
for horses, and therefore too great a temptation for the Bedouins. 

- Mr. Sankey recommends the telegraph should be carried under- 
ground, or laid in the bed of the Euphrates. The caravan owners 
are likely to unite to hinder the construction of the railway by 
preventing labourers from working, &c. Kindness and courtesy 
are especially enjoined towards the Arabs. English navvies and 
workmen are too apt to ill-treat, and their superiors to ridicule, 
them. N.B. (adds Mr. Sankey), an Arab would rather be beaten 
than laughed at. 


Mr. Consul Skene, at Aleppo, encloges the report of Mr. Haddan, 
C.E., which we have already referred to. We have only now to 
add that the greatest difficulty in the scheme is the financial 
one. It is io be feared that capitalists will not be inclined to 
risk go much as will be required, even if backed by a four per 
cent, guarantee. The working expenses will be very heavy—at 
least six per cent. on the capital—as the whole of the staff, down 
to the lamp-cleaners, would have to be imported, the natives 
holding regular work in abhorrence. Having been many years 
in the country, Mr. Haddan has devised an economical railway, 
the cost of which would be no more than £1,000 per mile for a 
double line, while the average cost put upon the Andrew line is 
29,000 per mile for a single line. It is more than doubtful that 
the possible traffic will yield a profitable return to the Turkish 
Government on such an enormous capital, or prevent actual loss, 
from the guarantee. Moreover, one year only, instead of five, 
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would be required for the construction of Mr. Haddan’s ‘‘ Pioneer’ ’ 
railway, thus saving interest. Alexandretta being a port at 
which Russian, French, Egyptian, and Austrian mail steamers 
touch, very frequent mails to India willbe the result ; conse- 
quently light but frequent trains (like the Pioneer) will be more 
suitable than the mammoth structures in vogue at home. The 
works necessary for the complete drainage of the Alexandretta 
marshes are estimated at no more than £2,200. 


Mr. Consul Taylor, at Erzeroom, while generally concurring in 
the opinions expressed in the reports from which we have already 
quoted, prefers Mohammura, a free port in Persian territory, 
situated on the Hafar (an ancient canal communicating with the 
Karun), to Basra or Kuwayt, by reason of its greater commerce, 
fertility, and healthfulness. The main line tu be connected by 
the Roumelian line in progress from Constantinople, opposite 
Scutari, with the Austrian network, seems, of all others, the right 
one to take in hand. The physical difficulties that undoubtedly 
attach to it before entering Mesopotamia, though involving enor- 
mous outlay, cannot fora moment be considered in comparison 
with the immense commercial and political advantages, not to us 
alone, but common to all the countries it would intersect. The 
different stages, commencing at Scutari, would be Ismid (72 
miles), Sabanja (24 miles), Lefka (55 miles), Angora (181 miles), 
Tusgat (146 miles), Siwas (140 miles), Malatia (111 miles), Gerger 
(75 miles) ; crossing the Euphrates into Mesopotamia to the left 
bank, Nisibin (160 miles), Peysh-Khabur (70 miles) ; crossing 
the Tigris to the left bank into Turkish Arabia, Mosul (90 miles), 
Bagdad (250 miles), Mohammura (360 miles)—a total of 1,734 
miles. 


Mr. Consul White, at Tangier, reminds us that, while there is 
no conflict of opinion as to the direction the proposed route 
should take when it once strikes the Euphrates, there has been » 
divergense of opinion regarding the point of the Mediterranean 
from which it should start. The ports of Alexandretta and 
Suwadyiyya (Seleucia) appear, however, by general consent to be 
the points which offer the greatest facilities. The objections to 
the former are its malaria, and the mountainous character of the 
country through which a railway would have to pass. It possesses 
a natural and capacious harbour, but it is exposed in winter to a 
strong wind from the mountains, the effects of which are severely 
felt by the shipping at anchor. Should the Bay of Antioch be 
selected as the starting-point of the proposed railway, the diffi- 
culties would be comparatively few, as it presents the only natural 
opening in the hilly country of that part of the coast of Syria. 
A safe and commodious port could be constructed under the 
shelter of Mount Casius. The climate is as healthy as any on the 
coast of Syria, the soil fertile, and the population industrious and 
quiet. If opened to commerce by a harbour and railway, Su- 
wadyiyya would rapidly become again, what it was in former 
times, an important and flourishing seaport. 


* Mr. Consul-General Wood, at Tunis, who has had occasion to 
travel repeatedly through Asia Minor and the proposed routes, 
describes the three projects for ‘connecting by railway the Medi- 
terraneau with the Persian Gulf, as—1. The Turkish project 
from Constantinople through Asia Minor to Aleppo, and by the 
Valley of the Euphrates to Bagdad and the Persian Gulf. 2. From 
Suwadyyiya (Seleucia) by the Orontes to Antioch, or from Alex- 
andretta to Aleppo and the Euphrates. 3. From the Bay of 
Alexandretta to Aleppo, Orfa (Edessa), and the Valley of the 
Tigris to Bagdad. The last of these Mr. Wood considers to pos- 
sess advantages which would more than compensate for its 
greater length (136 miles or forty-two hours). It would traverse 
a much more secure country, where the Turkish authority is 
more firmly established, and consequently possess more power to 
protect it. 


Mr. Vice-Consul Wrench, at the Dardanelles, having resided 
eight years in Syria, is disposed to agree with those who con- 
demn a South Syrian route. It is admitted that the sub- 
stitution of Salonica for Brindisi as the European point of 
departure would effect a saving of some fourteen hours; but, 
if a Syrian port is to be reached, it would be found in prac- 
tice that the economy of time would not be so great as anticipated, 
on account of the caution required in winter in navigating among 
the numerous islands of the Sporades that lie on the direct course. 
Could Smyrna be selected as the Asiatic terminus, the sea passage 
would bematerially reduced, thenavigation free from obstructions, 
and udvantage might be taken of the existing railroad to Aydin, 
which might beextended to Aleppo. But whatever port may benow 
selected as the terminus of the proposed railway, involving an inter- 
mediate sea voyage and consequent transhipment, it would be likel 
to be abandoned sooner or later for one by which those inconveni- 
ences would be svoided and time economised. Constantinople 
appears the natural point at which Europe should be connected 
with Asia by railway communication. Its on the direct line be- 
tween England and India, The Bosphorus could easily be crossed 
in ferry boats without a bale being displaced or a passenger 
changing his carriage. The advantages of passing through a city 
of such importance are incontestible, and a vast extent of country, 
now shut out from European commerce, but fertile and abounding 
in mineral wealth, would be opened up. Such a route would pos- 
sess the further advantage of a greater amount of support and 
favour from the Ottoman Government than any other line. 
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POLITICAL ECONOMY IN JAPAN. 

Tue history of industry and civilisation exhibits no com- 
mercial phenomena so remarkable as the rapid extension of 
the trade and privileges of foreigners in Japan. We haveso 
often recorded new instances of the advancing liberality and 
perception of the Japanese that it would be superfluous to 
refer again to it now. The editor of that useful magazine, 
the Pheniz, has, however, in the number now before us, put 
us in possession of the interesting information that reform 
in Japan was brought about by precisely similar machinery 
to that which was employed in this country in the cause of 
free trade. The last number contains the first part of a 
“ Conversation on Commerce,” which answers precisely to the 
pamphlets by which the Manchester League educated our 
countrymen and converted their opponents for many years 
prior to 1846. The translation of the present “ Cunverea- 
tion” is the work of the late Mr. J. O’DriscoLt, and bears 
prima facie evidence of the fidelity of that Japanese scholar. 
The persons who take part i. it are one Gwanroxku (Obstinate) 
and his friend, Saisoke (Clever). Of course in a production 
of this kind the arguments run all one way. The obstinate 
Protectionist—or rather, Exclusivist (if we may coin the 
word)—sets the ball rolling by expressing his disappoint- 
ment that the “hairy foreigners” have not been driven from 
the country, as he fundly hoped three or four years ago, but 
that, on the contrary, they are taking so large a quantity of 
Japanese produce that the price of everything is three or 
four times as high as it used to be. Gwanroxu, under the 
thin veil of whose appellation Japanese politeness has evi- 
dently hinted at the unconverted reader, further asks why, 
as Japan contains in itself everything that is necessary for 
its support, and as it continued to prosper during 2,500 
years under the old system, that system should be done 
away with. Here it must be confessed (in pareuthesis) that 
our “clever” friend has us at a disadvantage, as well as 
his “obstinate” antagonist ; for we were certainly not pros- 
perous at the time of the repeal of the Corn Laws, and, 
in fact, it was the pressure of general distress and want 
- which made their abolition a necessity. Saisuke, however, 
boldly accepts the conditions on which his opponent (who 
modestly calls himself a ‘‘ worthless old dotard” in quest of 
instruction) has founded his argument. Somewhat after the 
manner of FapLapgEn, in “ Lalla Rookh,” who declared that, 
in order to form a just opinion of any one poem, it was neces- 
sary to review all the poems that had ever been written, our 
“clever” friend treats us to a complete history of commerce 
from that rather uncertain period, “the first dawn of civilisa- 
tion.” We need not bore our readers with his arguments. 
Suffice it to say that they are clear, well-arranged, forcible, 
and advanced with great tact ; and that, so far as the reader 
is permitted to see at the close of the first chapter—when 
the parties adjourn for the excusable recreation of “ taking 
a smoke ”— GwaNnroku has not a leg to stand upon, although 
it is clearly understood that that personage by no means 
admits that he is vanquished. 

The most interesting characteristic of this contribution to 
our knowledge of Japan is its corroboration of the contrast, 
to which we have so often drawn attention, between the 
literati of Japan and China. In the latter country all their 
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influence has been to obstruct, to misrepresent, and to con" 
fuse the multitude ; in the former the educated classes have 
always set themselves to diffuse information, and to reconcile 
the people to advanced reform by removing their prejudices 
againstit. It isa humiliating, though unconscious, reflection 
by the East on the West, that, at the very time when a 
majority of the French seem determined to repudiate their 
and our Treaty of Commerce, the Japanese Government 
should be thus anxious to convince the people of the value 
of unrestricted commercial intercourse with foreigners. If the 
individuals at the head of the Government cannot always 
march abreast with the improving spirit of the age, it is at 
least to be wished that they knew the rate of progress at which 
the nation, whose affairs they undertake to administer, is _ 
advancing. This is precisely what the Japanese apply them- 
selves to do, and the Chinese to ignore. The people are often 
accused of being supine, indifferent, and prejudiced. This 
may be a matter of question, but about their prosperity or 
poverty there can be no doubt whatever. The Japanese, in the 
flush of prosperity, are educating the people to make that 
prosperity permanent ; the Chinese, in the face of adversity 
and distress, are clogging the wheels of commerce for which 
the people are pining. But distress is the quickener of dis- 
content as well os the parent of reform—and the days of 
Chinese obstructiveness will be numbered as soou as the nu- 
cleus of.an association there can be formed for the purpose of 
disseminating advanced thought like that contained in the 
“Conversatiou on Commerce.” 


THE PANTHAY MISSION. 

Mr. Grast Dure’s (Under Secretary for India) answer to 
Sir Starrorp Nortucote’s question on Monday night, on 
the subject of the Embassy from Talifvo, will be deemed dis- 
appoiuting by all who are interested in the political condi- 
tion of China. The most cagual reader must have observed 
that. the reply was framed with the obvious intention of 
mystifying the House, and through it the country at large. 
No one would have supposed from the answer vouchsafed 
that the Panthay Envoys had already been in communica- 
tion with the India Office, and that at that very moment 
they were taking their ease in quarters provided for them 
within a mile of Westminster. No doubt it will save the 
Government a good deal of immediate trouble if they can 
put off inquiring members in the House of Commons, and 
can quietly get rid of their, from their point of view, in- 
opportune visitors without allowing the attention of the 
public to be attracted to them. Sut is this a states 
manlike way of considering an important question which 
has been brought before them, and especially one which, 
unless it be thorougly ventilated, will be probably very 
much misunderstood? The Chinese Government may 
rest assured that our Government will not commit them- 
selves to the schemes of the Panthays in opening up for us 
the Western China route. The information available on 
the subject of the Mahommedan movement in Yunnan is so 
fragmentary, and is to be arrived at only through so many 
different channels, that it may well be doubted whether the 
Government is, at the present moment, in a position to form 
a sound opinion on the true merits of the case. A debate 
in Parliament would probably throw considerable light on 
the subject, and it is much to be hoped that the question will 
go through some such elucidating process. 


By a telegram from Constantinople it appears that the 
Porte has requested the Khedive of Eaypr to suspend the 
intended increase in the tariff for the navigation of the Sues 
Canal. From the answer given by the President of the 
Board of Trade to Mr. Norwoop we may conclude that our 
shipowners have not to thank the British Government for 
any action contributing to this result, although the British 
flag has by far the largest stake in the matter. Mr. Cur- 
CHESTER FoRTESCUE is so indefatigable in the affairs pertain- 
ing to his department that we are surprised that he did not 
see the necessity of at least making an attempt to stop the 
introduction of the increased rates. 


Ws understand that the reason which induced the captain 
of the Messageries steamer Ava to land the mails and pas- 
sengers at Toulon was not on account of the risk of quar- 
antine, but to save the mail train for London, which could 
not have been done from Marseilles. 
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THE BILL OF LADING QUESTION. 

The Committee of Merchants trading with the East, which was 
appoiated some time since to consider and amend the conditions 
of Bills of Lading by steamships passing through the Suez Canal, 
have brought their labours to a close, and have issued a report. 
The Committee consisted of Mr. James MacAndrew, Chairman 
(Messrs. Matheson and Co.) ; Mr. G. Arbuthnot (Messrs. Arbuth- 
not, Latham and Oo.) ; Mr. Wm. Broughall (Messrs. Broughall 
and Co.); Mr. W. H. Crake (Messrs. Crawford, Colvin and Co.) ; 
Mr, Lancelot Wm. Dent (Messrs. Dent, Palmer and Co.); Mr. 
Horace Heraulas (Messrs. Forbes, Forbes and Co.); Mr. John 
Fleming (Messrs. Smith, Fleming and Co.); Mr. E. Halton 
(Messrs. T. A. Gibb and Co.); Mr. F. W. Heilgers (Messrs. Wat- 
tenbach, Heilgers and Co.); Mr. John K. Ralli (Messrs. Ralli 
Brothers) ; Mr. George Ross (Messrs. James Wyllie and Co.) ; Mr. 
8. L. Schuster (Messrs. Schuster, Son and Co.). 


THE OUTWARD BILL OF LADING. 

The Committee commenced dy seeking the co-operation of steam 
ship owners in arriving at a common understanding upon the sub- 
ject. A meeting of the latter body was called in London, and a 
Committee, of which Mr. C. M. Norwood, M.P., was Chairman, 
was appointed to concert terms with the merchants. The two 
Committees addressed themselves in the first instance to the ex- 
amination of the Bill of Lading Outwards, and after prelonged 
discussion and a series of compromises on both sides, the “Eastern 
Trade Bill of Lading Outwards” was agreed upon, and published 
in three forms, slightly varied to suit different voyages, viz. :— 

No. 1.—For an ordinary voyage to tlic cast direct, or trading at inter 
mediate ports. No. 2.—PFora voyage to India, tradinz at Colombo, 
Madras, or other open roadsteads on the Malabar or Coromanilel Coa-ts. 
No. 3.—For a voyage involving transshipinent, the steamer not procecd- 
ing to the port fur which she accepts cargo, such as Rangvon, Batavia, 
or Japan. 

The new form came into immediate use; and it affords the 
Committee much gratification to testify that it has been very 
generally accepted, not only in London, but in Liverpool and 
Glasgow also, and has proved a useful and successful document. 
One exception to its universal use is the Liverpool line of steamers 
to the Straits and China, known as Holt’s line. The Committee 
in their circular of Jan. 20 recommeniecd that as far as practicable 
shippers should require that the Eastern Trade Bill of Lading be 
used by any steam vessel in which they engaged to ship goods via 
the Suez Canal. Had this recommendation been more generally 
acted upon, there is no doubt that the managers of Iolt’s line 
would have ere now adopted the new form; but if shippers of 

goods put it in their power by continued support of their steamers 
to decline compliance with the agreement accepted by all other 
private steamship owners in the trade, the effurts of the Com- 
mittee to benefit merchants by the introduction of an improved 
system are so far frustrated. The Committee believe that the re- 
sults of the agreement have been beneficial alike to shipowner 
and merchant, and that the advantages of uniformity of system 
have not been too dearly purchased by the compromises acceded 
to. Ifshippers entertain the same view, it rests with themselves 
alone to necessitate compliance by declining to ship in any lino of 
steamers where the Eastern Trade Bill of Lading is not recognised. 
With the two great companies controlling the Overland Route, 
the P. and O. Company and the Messageries Maritimes, no nego- 
tiations have yet been entered into. There are many stipulations 
in their respective Bills of Lading which seem to the Committee 
to be very prejudicial to the interests of merchants; but it must 
be conceded on the other hand that their mail contracts, and 
the circumstance of their being essentially passenger lines, impose 
special obligations upon them, and render stringent conditions 
more necessary than in the case of other steamers. At the same 
time, when the vessels pass through the Suez Canal, as is now 
very generally done by the French, and occasionally by the Eng- 
lish Deinpae: the Committee see no good reason why a slight 
modification of the Eastern Trade Bill of Lading should not meet 
all the exigencies of the case ; and it rests with shippers to take 
measures for bringing about an alteration in this respect. 

The Committee regret that in the case of the Bill of Lading 
inwards they are unable to report an equally satisfactory result of 
their labours. It was agreed between the two Committees that 
the Bill of Lading outwards should be substantially followed with 
such verbal alterations as were required by the change of voyage, 
but that special clauses applicable to the port of London should 
be introduced respecting the delivery of cargo and Poyment of 
freight. The system of discharging ships at Liverpool and else- 
where is very different, and might require differently-worded 
clauses, which the trade of the various ports interested would 
have to adjust. It was soon found that on these clauses the two 
Committees were essentially at variance. As respects the delivery 
of cargo, the difference of opinion was not so wide as to preclude 
the hope of an arrangement, the merchants merely desiring to be 

rotected against a surprise, by which their goods would be ware- 

oused by the agents for the ship before they knew, or had the 
means of knowing, of her arrival. The following was the clause 
proposed by the Committee :— 

One clear working day after the day on which the ship reports at the 
Castom-house, and is docked, is to be allowed for applications for deli- 
very ; and if thereafter the goods are not removed without delay by the 
consignee, the master or agent is to be at liberty to land and warehouse 
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certainly be passed within twenty-four hours, and the steamer’s 
discharge be thus very rarely interrupted, while, if sho landed 
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the same, or, if necessary, to discharge into hired lighters, at the risk 
and expense of the owners of the goods. 


The clause finally proposed by the Shipowners’ Committee was 
as follows :— 


Twenty-four hours (Sundays and holidays excepted) after the ship 
Teports at the Cu-tom-house, and is docked, are to be allowed for appli- 
cations for delivery ; and if thereaftor the goods are not removed by 
the consignee immediately they come to hand in discharging the ship, 
the master or ageut is to be at liberty to land and warehouse the same, 
or, if necessary, to discharge into hired lighters, at the risk and expense 
of tho owners of the goods, 


_ As it is not customary or practicable in London to give Con- 
signees notice of the ship's arrival except by publication of her 
report in the bill of entry the morning after it is made, the clause 
adopted by the Merchants’ Committee seems decidedly the more 
reasonable of the two, especially as the hour of the ship's report is 
@ point on which the consignee of goods cannot possess any evi- 
dence. Moreover, the bulk of the warehousing entries would 


the whole of her cargo on the dock quay, as is most usually done, 
Qo interruption at all could take place. 


THE PAYMENT OF FREIGHT. 


On the more difficult question as to the mode of paying freight 
some explanations are necessary. When the terms of the Jills 
of Lading now used run “ Freight payable in London,” “ Freight 
payxble on delivery,” or even “Freight payable as customary,” 
the shipowners contend that, according to the usage established 
by themselves since the introduction of steam vessels into the 
trade with the East, they are empowered to detain the goods on 
board, or in the dock or warehouse of their own selection, until 
the freight is paid in advance of delivery, or, what is practically 
the same thing, simultaneously with delivery. It will not be 
forgotten that this is precisely the grievance of which merchants 
have for yeara past complained, and to remedy which was one of 
their principal objects in organising a committee of their num- 
ber. The Shipowners’ Committee continue to maintain the above 
position, and their chief arguments for so doing may be thus 
expressed :— 


I, That payment in advance of delivery fs now the established 
usaze of the trade. IT. That it is necessary for their protection against 
the insolvent or fraudulent consignee of cargo, TIT. That it is unreason- 
able to expect them to follow goods to the wharf or warehouse appointed 
by the consignee, either for the purpose of collecting the freight upon 
them or ascertaining the correctness of delivery. IV. That goods in 
transit to the wharf or at the wharf may be plundered or damaged by 
the servants or agents of the consignee, for which, in the absence of 
distinct proof, tho ship would be held liable. V. That a largo propor— 
tion of the freight earned is expended in advance on coals, caval dues, 
and other charges peculiar to steamers, to which, therefore, i.nmediate 
returns from their carnings are essentially ueccssary. VI. That to defer 
payment of the inward freight for thirty days would render it impossible 
for steainship owuers to carry on their business, owing to the large in- 
crease of capital which it would call for. 


To these arguments the merchants reply :— 


I. That the present usage as to payment is of quite recent introduc- 
tion, deriving any validity it has from the terms of Bills of Lading 
drawn up by shipowners themselves, and that so far from being estab- 
lished by common consent, it has been constantly objected to by con- 
signees of goods. IIL. That the shipowner has a pertect protection for 
his freight in what is known as the dock or whart stop, with which 
there is uo intention of interfering, and by which the warehouse- keeper 
engages not to part with the goods to any one until he reccives a relcase 
from the shipowner. To mect the rare case of insolvent or fraudulent 
wharfingers, the Committee were quite willing to concede that the ship- 
owner might object to the goods being delivered into the custody of 
any such until his freight was paid. III. That to constitute proper 
delivery the consignee inust have the opportunity of ascertaining that 
his goods are according to Bill of Lading, while the existing system does 
not afford this opportunity either on board ship or on the dock quay. 
The shipowner, there‘ore, cannot be absolved from following the goods 
to their final destination, as until they are there examined, weighed, 
and measured it is quite out of his power to render a freight account. 
IV. That this objection merely calls for an improved and less hurried 
method of taking the delivery account, as between the Dock Company, 
who are tie agents of the ship, and the wharfingers, who are the ageuts 
of the merchants, and that the Merchants’ Committee would gladly co- 
operate in the establishment of such an improved system. Cases of 
plunder could then be traced without difficulty to the parties guilty of 
them. V. & VI, That itis no partof the merchant's functions to provide 
capital fur carrying on the shipowner’s business; and that in London 
there can be no difficulty whatever in procuring money on s0 excellent a 
security us the assignment of a steamer’s freight, payable in thirty days. 


The Merchants’ Committee have likewise to point out, that, as a 
matter of fact, the larger portion of a steamer’s freight is voluntarily 
paid before her discharge, in order that the merchant may obtain pos- 
session of the freight release, especially in the common case of gouds 
sold to arrive. They object, however, to be compelled to pay upon the 
shipowners’ estimate of what the freight may eventually umount to, aud 
before he has completed hix share of the contract by the delivery of the 
gouds. The term of thirty days has been fixed as the lowest average 
period in which the landing account of an ordinary cargo may be looked 
for, there being no desire on the part of tie Committee to delay payment 

; longer than may be requisite to ascertain the precise amount of freight, 
| and the claims (if any) against the steamer for short delivery, ship 
| damage, or other default, 
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Upon this divergence of views, the negotiation between the 
two Committees has been broken off. The only concession pro. 
posed by the Shipowners’ Committee has been that delivery 
should be made on pre-payment of four-fifths of the estimated 
freight, instead of the whole. This suggestion, however, seemed 
to the Merchants’ Committee to be just as objectionable in prin- 
ciple. and inconvenient in practice, as the existing system, and it 
was not seriously discussed. They subjoin the clause as they have 
drafted it :— 

Freight for the said goods ut ani after the rate of per 
ton of delivered is to be paid subsequent to the landing 
thereof by cash in London not later than thirty days after the ship’s 
reporting at the Custom-honge, or upon any earlier day on which a 
freight releuse may be required und received by the consignee. 


while the wording proposed by the shipowners is as follows :— 


Freight for the said goods at and after the rate of per ton» 
is to be paid by cash in London, when the ship is ready to discharge: 

The Shivowners likewise sought to re-introduce into the Bill 
of Lading inwards the exemption for damage by vermin. which 
by mutual consent had been expunged from the Bill of Lading 
outwards. They further proposed for the Committee’s adoption 
the following clause :— 

The Bill of Lading duly endorsed is to be delivered to the agent on 
demand after arrival, in exchange for the :naster’s copy, and on order 
for the delivery of the goods. 

On this Jatter it will be sufficient to observe that the Com- 
mittee obtained a legal opinion, which was to the effect that the 
shipowner had no right to require the surrender of an endorsed or 
cancelled Bill of Lading until he had completed delivery of the 
goods comprised in it. 

The Committee having devoted much care to the drafting of 
the Bill of Lading herewith, styled the “ Eastern Trade Bill of 
Lading Inwards, No. 4,” recommend it for adoption by merchants 
trading to the East, and would urge that they use their best 
efforts through their correspondents abroad to have it recognised 
and brought into use at the ports of shipment ; declining, so far 
as may prove practicable, to allow their goods ty be shipped by 
steamers the owners of which continue to enforce the use of the 
old forms. 

THE POLICY CLAUSE. 

In the Committee’s circular of 20th January it was recom- 
mended “that to ensure the benefit of a complete protection to 
sea risks, the policies taken out on voyages by steamer wa the 
Suez Canal should cover the merchandise ‘in terms of the Kastern 
Trade Bill of Lading.’’” When this recommendation was brought 
before underwriters, the clause suggested was at once objected to 
as imposing upon them new and undefined liabilities. A meeting 
was held at Lloyd's on the 21st February, which resulted in the 
appointment of a committee, representing both the Insurance 
Companies and private underwriters, to consider the question 
further, and if possible to come to an agreement respecting it. 
With this Committee the subject has been very fully consi- 
dered and discussed. The intention of the Merchants’ Com- 
mittee in their original recommendation was sufficiently evident 
from their expressing their object to be the more complete pro- 
tection of the sea risks to which the Bill of Lading related ; but 
they are quite willing to admit that the language proposed for the 
clause was too wide and vague in its terms, and might have been 
interpreted as involving underwriters in some of the liabilities 
from which shipowners had by the revised Bill of Lading been 
specially exempted. In order to draft a clause more exact in its 
wording, the first matter to be determined was the precise mean- 
ing attached, both by the assurers and the assured, to the risks 
covered by a policy on goods which had been shipped under the 
Eastern Trade Bill of Lading. On this point the Committee are 
happy to state that they have arrived at a satisfactory under- 
standing with the Underwriters’ Committee, of which the follow- 
ing is an abstract :— 


The underwriters’ risk.on the veyage named, calling at the interme- 
diate ports named, is ta Inc}ude—Coaling at other intermediate ports 
not named ; taking in and discharging curgo while so coaling ; sailing 
with or without pilots ; towing and assisting vessels in all situations of 
distress ; loss or damage arising from the machinery or boilers ; dangers 
and accidents arising trom the navigation of the Suez Canal ; any act, 
neglect, or default whatsoever of pilots, master, or crew in the manage- 
ment or navigation of the ship, provided the expression ‘‘ management 
of the ship’’ shall not be held to include any act connected with the 
stowage or other dealing with the cargo of the ship not arising ont of 
asea peril. In addition to all risks comprehended and provided for 
in the body of this policy. 

The underwriter is not to be liable for acts or default of the shipper 
unconnected with sea perils, such as insufficient packing, incorrect 
marking, improper description, absence of declaration for inflammable 
or dangerous goods, or insufficient declaration of value for specie and 
valuables. 

The underwriter, however, is to be liable as heretofore for the conse- 





quences of sea damuge or sea perils of any kind, such as leakage, 
breakage, sweat, rust, decay, when trace ble to that origin, but not 
otherwise. Damage by coal dust when: not mixed up with damage by |; 
sea water is to be borne by the merchant. 

In case of the goods ning placed in quarantine depot afloat or asho-e 
previous to the final delivery to the consignee the underwriters’ ri<k 
will continue until such final delivery, and will cover risk of boats to | 
and from such depot. é | 
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In case of blockade the underwriters are understood to cover the 
vovage to the port of discharge selected by the captain as fully and 
effectually as to the port of discharge named in the policy, their ability 
ending with the landing of the gonds at the former destination. 

Should the voyage be extended beyond the destination named in the 
policy, as when the goods cannot be found, or from stress of weather 
cannot be landed, the underwriters are to be entitled to receive addl- 
tional premium for the extra risk incurred. 


It was agreed that it was unnecessary to embody the whole of 
this understanding in the policy, as most of it is universally ac- 
cepted by underwriters. It is true that the legal construction of 
a policy of insurance would not go beyond its expressed condi- 
tions ; but after a recorded declaration of the meaning attached 
to it by the representatives of both merchants and underwriters, 
it need hardly be feared that the latter would contest a claim 
which clearly fell within the scope of the declaration. The 
efforts of the two Committees were therefore directed to framing 
a clause which should embody such conditions of the Bill of 
Lading as were not sufficiently protected by the ordinary prac- 
tice of underwriters, and especially a deviation clause which 
would cover the deviations permitted in the Bill of Lading 
for coaling purposes, for towing vessels in distress, and for 
proceeding to another port in case of blockade. The following 
is the clause that has been agreed upon by the two Committees to 
be printed on a slip of paper and attached to the margin of the 
policy, when so required by the assured :— 

The goods hereby insured being shipped under the Eastern Trade 
Bill of Luding No. , itis agreed thut the terms of this policy shall 
apply to the following sea perils therein referred to, in addition to such 
risks as are already herehy covered :—I. All deviation of voyage pro- 
vided for in the said Bill of Lading, with any risk of land carriage in- 
cidental to the voyage. 2. Satling with or without pilots; and any act, 
neglect or defunlt whatsoever of pilots, master or crew in the munage- 
ment or navigation of the ship, improper stowage excepted. 3. All 
risks attending the goods by rerson of their discharge into, retention 
at, and delivery from any quarantine depot afloat or ashore. 4. In case 
of the goods being carried on to a more distant port through stress of 
weather or becanse they cannot be found, the marine risk of the addi- 
tional voyage as well as of the return voyage to their destined port, the 
assured ugreeing to pay for such extra risk such premium as may be 
agreed upon. 

It is only requisite to add that the Committee is now dissolved, 
as its functions terminate with the issue of this report. 


THE INWARD SILL OF LADING. 


The following is the form of the Inward Bill of Lading drafted 
by the Committee :— 


Eastern Trade Bill of Lading Inwards. No.4.—Via “ Suez Canal.’ - 

Shipped in good order and condition by: on board the steamship 
whereof is master of this present voyage lying in the Port 
of anil bound for London, via the Suez Canal, with Hberty to 
discharge and receive goods and passengers at and to tuke in coal 
or other nece-sary supplies at any intermediate port or ports, to sail with 
or without pilots, and to tow and assist vessels in all sttuutions of distress, 
(description of goods) being marked and numbered as per margin ; and 
to be delivereri, subject to the exceptions and conditions hereinafter 
mentioned in the like good order and condition from the ship's tackles 
(where the ship's responsibility shall cease), at the aforesaid Port of 
London or so near thereunto as she muy safely get, unto or to his 
or their assigns. Freight for the said goods at and after the rate of — 
per ton of delivered is to be paid subsequent to the landing thereot 
by cash fn London not later than thirty days after the ship’s reporting 
at the Custom-house, or upon any earlier day on which a freight release 
may be required and received by the consignee. The following are the 
exceptions and conditions above referred to :— 

Weight, measure, quality, contents, and value unknown. 

The Act of God ; the Queen's enemies; pirates; robbers by land or 
sca; restraint of princes, rulers, or people; loss or damage from ma- 
chinery, boilers, or steam, or from explosion, heat, or fire on boar¢, in 
halk or craft, or on shorc; jettison; barratry; any act, neglect, or 
default whatsoever of pilots, master, or crew in the management or na- 
vigation of the ship; and all and every the dangers and accidents of 
the seas, rivers, and canal, and of navigation of whatever nature or kind 
are excepted. 

The ship is not liable for insufficient packing, or reasonable wear and 
tear of packages; for inaccuracies, obliteration or absence of marks, 
numbers, address, or description of goods shipped ; leakage; breakage; 
lors or damage by dust from coaling on the voyage; sweat; rust; 
decay. Fives and expenses, and losses by detention of ship or cargo, 
caused by incorrect marking, or by incomplete or incorrect description 
of contents or weight, or of any other particulars required by the au- 
thorities at the port of discharge, upon either the packages or bills of 
lading, shell be borne by the owners of the goods. 

The steamer while detained at any port for the purpose of coaling is 
at liberty to discharge and receive goods and passengers. 

The owners of this steamer will not be accountable for gold, silver, 
bullion, specie, jewellery, precious stones, or precious metals, or beyond 
the amount of £100 for any one package, unless the Bills of Lading are 
signed for such goods, and the value declared therein. 

If medicinal fluids, or any other goods of an inflammable, damaging, 
or dangerous nature are shipped without being previously declared and 
arranged for, they are liable, upon discovery, to be thrown overboard, 
and the loss will fall upon the shippers or owners of such fluids or goods. 

One clear working day after the day on which the ship reports at the 
Custom House, and is docked, is to be allowed for applications for delivery ; 
and if thereafter the goods are nut removed without delay by the consig- 
nee, the master or agent Is to be at liberty to land and warehouse the

expense of the owners of the goods. 


Tn case of quarantine, the goods may be discharged iato quarantine 
depot, hulk, or other vessel, as required for the ship’s despatch. 
Quarantine expenses upon the goods, of whatever nature or kind, shall 
be borne by the owners of the goods, 


In case of the blockurle or interdict of the port of discharge, or if the 
entering of or discharging in the port shall be considered by the master 
unsafe by reason of war or disturbances, the master may land the goods 
at the nearest safe and convenient port, at the expense and risk of the 
owners of the goods; and the ship's rexponsibility shall cease when the 
goods are so discharged into proper and -:afe keeping, the master giving 
immediate notice of the same to the consiznces of the goods; 80 far as 
they can be ascertained.

It behoves the ‘shipowners to protest most strenuously against any 
alteration whatever in the dues or the mode of collecting them, and, 
in fact, against any deviation from the implicd contract between them- 
selves and the Company. If once a change is allowed to be made in 
the Interpretation of the concession, as adopted by the company, and if 
the shipowners quietly submit to auch change, there is no telling to 
what extent they will not hereafter be taxcd, in order to raise the 
money requisite for interest on the cxpended capital, the amount of 
which is well known to have been unnecessarily large for the com- 
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pleted work. The remedy, however, I suggest is in the bands of the 
shipowners themselves, und I beg to recommend their uniting at once 
with those able to obtain a concession, and with English capitalists 
willing to subscribe fur the construction of a new and more convenient 
canal. At first sight the enterprise may seem to be extraordinary and 
hazardons, but in reality, on full examination, it will be found to be 
simple, the construction comparatively easy and rapid, and at a cost of 
only one-third of that of the present canal. Thus a commercial success 
may be looked for from tlie present toll, and evea from Englixh ship- 

ping alone. I venture to recommend that shipowners should at once 
send protests against any increase in the ducs to the company at Paris- 
and to the English Consuls at Suez and Port Said, against the altera- 

tion proposed to commence on the Ist of July next. and also that a 

committee should be formed to take such steps as the circumstances 

require in this detail, and for any other proceeding which may be found 

necessary, I shall be ready to give the benefit of the information, 

drawings, &c., which I have procured, to any shipowners who may be 

interested in this very important and pressing question. 

The Messageries Maritimes steamer Ava, drawing 21 feet, ac- 
complished the entire passage through the Suez Canal in thirteen 
hours. 

The Rollo, which put into Singapore for repairs and remained 
there about two months, has at last arrived.

Free Crackers remain firm, though in but moderate demand ;

Hemp.—An active demand has sprung up for Manila from manu- 
facturers whose stocks had run low, and the market is now quoted 
about one-quarter of a cent higher. The Anahuac has arrived with 6,370 
bales, besides which there is little expected for the next three months 
not already disposed of. We quote the price at 12 to 124 cents gold, 
below which it is understood there is none obtainabie. The sales are 
830 bales, here, at 11%c. ; 3,100 ditto, to arrive here per Fred. Warren, 
1) je.; 1,000 ditto, also to arrive here per Clyte, 1lgc. (cash), duty 
paid, in bond for Canada; 200 ditto, in Boston, 12}c. ; 3,100 ditto, to 
arrive there per Ceylon and St. James, 12c. gold, 60 days, and 2,460 ditto, 
also to arrive there per St. Jame3, on private terms. 

Rrcge.—The market is steady, Rangoon being in fuir demand at 
$6,874 to 7.25 currency duty paid, and $3,183 to 3.25 gold in bond. 

Spices.—A letter from Zanzibar, under date of April 19, states, ‘‘ It 
is below the fact to say that three-fourths of the cocoa-nut and clove 
trees have been torn up and broken down by the recent cyclone.” Asit 
Tequires from three to five years to bring the clove tree to a bearing 
maturity, these advices have given a further impetus to the upward 
tendency of priccs of cloves and stems; stocks in Europe are known to 
be especially small, and with a moderate supply here, and that closely 
concentrated, the advantage is decidedly with sellers, with a prospect of 
a high range of prices for a long time to come ; some 700 bales, mostly 
outside lots, have been bought up at 174 to 184 cents gold, now held at 
20 duty paid, and 15in bond. Clove stems are held ut 84 to 94 cents. 
The market for other descriptions is very quiet. Mace and Nutmegs 
are dull and weak. Pepper is very firm and Cassia is quiet but steady 
at the recent decline. There has been no business in whole parcels, 
and but a moderate demand for trade lots; we notice sales from store 
of Mace at $1.20 to 1.25; Nutmegs, 924 to 95 cents; China Cassia, 
27} to 28; Batavia, 32. Pepper, 17 to 174 for Sumatra, and 18 to 
18} for Singapore, all gold. 

SuGar. -The daily business in Raw Sugar is quite moderate, refiners 
buying only for their immediate wants, and the trade doing very little; 
the stock in the meanwhile increasing, having now attained the highest 
point of the season. There is, however, on the part of holders an in- 
creasing disposition to sell sparingly, and only at full prices, in view of 
the favourable advices from England and Cuba, a demand for Canada, 
with somo on speculation, and the continued high price of gold; the 
market in consequence has acquired rather more firmness. There have 
been no sales of Kust In‘lia. 

T1n.—There has been no movement, but now that the tariff ques- 
tion is at length settled, an early resumption of business is probable;
